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A REGRETTABLE INCIDENT. 


(Daily Press, September 19th.) 
T he action of the French Vice-Consul at 


Canton in releasiog a number of alleged 
pirates arrested by Chinese officers on the 
Paul Beau, under the circumstances reported 


by our Canton Correspondent yesterday, is, 
we think, greatly to be deplored, for several 
reasons, and not unnaturally the affair has 
evoked much indignation not only among the 
Chinese officials of Canton but among people 
of all nationalities who are interested in the 
efforts which are being made to suppress 
piracy in the Canton Delta. Briefly the 
circumstances as reported by our corres- 
pondent were that the Canton authorities 
received telegraphic information from Hong- 
kong that a gang of pirates was proceeding 
to Canton by the Paul Beau. Instructions 
were accordingly given to the superintendent 
of the Shameen Guard to have the alleged 
pirates arrested. The captain who was 
ordered to effect the arrests interviewed the 
French Consul who give him a letter 
addressed to the captain of the Paul Beau. 
When the veasel arrived, the Shamecn braves 
boarded the vessel and arrested seven or 
eight alleged pirates who were travelling as 
paseengers. It was not until after the 
arrests had been effected that the Captain 
of the steamer read the Consul’s letter and 
he then learnt that the Consul’s instructions 
were not to perinit the Chinese officer and 
his soldiers to arrest tho pirates on board 
the steamer, but they could arrest them as 
soon as they got into sampans to go ashore. 


‘The Captain of the steamer immediately 


informed the Chinese officer of the contents 
of the Consul’s letter and refused to permit 
him to take the prisoners away. At the 
same time he wrote a letter informing the 
Consul as to what had already occurred. 
The Vice-Consul went on board the Paul 
Beau aud the Chinese officer and his braves 
had to leave the vessel at once, and he ordered 
the prisoners to be released. Some of the 
irates, it is stated, returned to Hongkong br 
the same veksel, while others escaped ashore. 
We can quite understand the disappoint- 
ment and indignation of the Chinese officials. 
For hoes the Foreign Powers have been 
complaining of the inability of the Chinese 
Government to protect commerce from 
piracy in the Canton Delta, and aa a 
consequence of this ineptitude a flotilla of 
British gunboats patrolled the waters last 
year fortwo months, until the Chinese bad 
organised a proper patrol of theirown. It 
is admitted that the Chinese authorities 
have since been exerling themselves to 
suppress piracy as they have never exerted 
themselves before, and it must be grievously 
disappointing to them to leara of the 
eacape of a reputed gang of pirates through 
the active help of a French Consular official. 
The Chinese authorities had clearly 
recognised their dependance on the help of 
the French Consulate in the matter, and 
might reasonably have expected a ready 
disposition to co-operate. Froin the legal 
oint of view, the Consul was well within 
his rights in declining to allow the men to 
be arrested on a French ship, especially as 
the authorities were admittedly acting only 


( on telegraphic information, which might 


vonceivably have turned out to be misleading. 
But when the Captain of the Shameen guard 
went to see the Consul, he should have been 
given to clearly understand the limits of the 
Consul’s willingness to co-operate. Instead, 
he was allowed to leave the Consulate under 
the impression that he had the necessary 
authority, to make the arrest on the ship, 


_ and that being ao, the Consul must share the 


responsibility for the subsequent misunder- 
standing. 
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One other point is to be noted as it 
indicates how a satisfactory way out of the 
difficulty might have been found. In the 
interval which elapsed after the Captain 
had read the Consul’s letter until the 
arrival of the Vice-Consul himself, the men 
inust be considered to have been in the 
custody of the Captain, and it is much to be 
regretted that the Consul did not pardon 
the misunderstanding on the part of the 
Shameen police officer, and co-operate with 
him to. the extent of having the alleged 
desperados conducted off the ship and 
released where the police could have 
re-arrested them entirely on their own 
responsibility, Or, relying on the bona fules 
of the Chinese authorities, and having in 
mind the history of the effort to suppress 
piracy, the Consul might have accepted 
responsibility for the arrests, and, by being 
represented at the trial of the men, assured 
himself that his assistance had not been 
abused. We may assume that the inform- 
ation which reached the Chinese authorities 
came from one of the detective officers who 
are constantly on the trail of these brigands. 
Notwithstanding all the efforts which are 
being made by the Chinese authorities to 
suppress ptracy afloat, and brigandage and 
kidnappiog ashore, the authorities are aware 
that thege utrocities are still of daily 
occurence in the vicinity of Canton, and it 
is, we repeat, much to be ragretted that 
through the action of a foreign Consul a 
gang whd had Leen tracked has been given 
another Tonportsni of resuming their 
nefarious|occupation of preying in the worst 
possible, form on Society. Clearly no 
intentional violation of foreign jurisdiction 
was committed, and in the circumstances 
the Consul might well have “stretched a 
point’? in the interests of law and order 
and the benefit of foreigners and Chinese 
alike. 


CHINA FOR THE CHINESE,

(Datly Press, 2let September.) 

A Chinese student contributes to one of the 
English magazines an article on the political 
parties ia China in which he incidentally 
explains the meaning of the catchword 
“China for tho Chinese” as signifying 
merely that the Chinese people will maintaio 
their national rights and interests against 
anyone, from within or without, who 
attempts to endanger them, and not as that 
they are inany way anti-foreiga. It will be 
allowed that “ China for the Chinese” is a 
perfectly legitimate patriotic sentiment, 
but it had its genesis in jealousy and hatred 
of the foreigner, and we fear that there is 
very little evidence to show that it is not 
atill the predominating motive in the minds 
of those who make most use of the shib- 
boleth. Can this cry, indeed, be anything 
else than essentially aati-foreign in the 
rel state of China? If China means to 

ring herself into line with the advanced 
nations of the world she needs to avail 
herself extensively of foreign help and 
guidance, of foreign capital, foreign skill 
and energy, and foreign resourcefulness. 
The sentiment of * China for the Chinese” 
ig not new. History abounda with mani- 
festations of it from the beginning of foreign 
intercourse with China. It bas been 
manifested much more strikingly than it 
is today. But “China for the Chinese” 
meant then and would still mean nothing 
but stagnation aud retrogression. I[t is 
a more euphouious cry than the “ Out with 
the Fankwei” of fifty yeara ago, but the 
motive underlying it all seems the same. 
Evidence is wanting that the ary of “China 
for the Chinese” is not in its nature 
and purpose essentially anti-foreign. There

is undbniably a wide-spread suspicion of the 
foreigner and all his ways, but it is lees 
in evidence among those who are in 
closest touch with the foreigners at the 
treaty ports,: than it is among those 


who know least about them. In s0 
far aa the cry of “China for 
the Chinese’? leads to exclusiveness, 


to an antipathy towards the fureigner and_ 
all his works, and to the retardation of 
national progress it is not a cry which will 
lead to the benefit of China. Ini the rail- 
way and mining laws of Chiua this spirit 
of exclusivensas is already too much ia 
evidence. China can abundantly secure 
Ler national rights and interests - with. 
out hampering the dévelopment of the ‘ 
resources of the country by placing absurd 
restrictions upon the employment of foreiga 

skill and enterprise, It is indeed fortunate 

for China that the Rights Recovery Party, 
though noisy, is yet a comparatively small 
party in the State. We my, however, 
confidently reckon on its growth, aud we 

only hope that as appreciation of the 
nation’s need of outside help becom2s kesuer 

their cry of “China for the Chinese”* will 

be free from any manifestation of anti- 
pathy tthe foreigner, and be used rather 

for the encouragement of a healthy spirit of 
emulation in progressive eaterprise. At 
present ‘ China for the Chinese’ may have 
various interpretations. To some it bears? 
the interpretat’oa of Chinese against the 
Manchus; to othera Chinese against the 
European ; and coh few perhaps it méans 

a desire to see China by her own efforts 
taking rank with the advanced nations of 

the world. But there seems to be yet 
lacking in the State a party which 
dos not see in the investment of forelgm 
capital and the employment of foreiga skill 

and energy & menace to national rights 
and interests. :

CHINA AND BEPRESENTATIVE 
GOVERNMENT, 


—_— 
(Daily Press, September 22nd.) 

Tt would certainly appear somewhat unfor- 
tunate that at the time when China is 
generally credited with considering seriously 
the desirability of introducing representative 
goveroment in sums form, the unfavourable 
side of that syatem has bacome markedly 
apparent in more directions than one. The 
state of matters in the British Parliament, 
where mensures which are unquestionably 
not in acdordance with the views ef the 
nation at large have been forced through 
simply be¢ausa the Liberal Government has 
so large a majority at ita back, and in some 
instances, as for example tho Old Age 
Pensions Bill, against the opinion of those 
undoubtedly best qualified te judge, is 
certainly not enqouraging, and leads to the 
suggestion that there may be a limit to the 
principle that in the multitude of counsellors 
there is Wisdom. This proverb is no doubt 
true if the counsellors are all mea qualified 
to judge, and unin fluenced by personal con- 
siderations. But, where these two essential 
elements are wanting, goveraiment by mere 
numbers is apt to be as faulty as government 
by any single individual. Emerson long 
ayo pointed out that Democracy carried to 
an extreme waa in reality only Autocracy 
in auother form; and of late years, there 
has certainly been much, not only ia Great 
Britain but in other couatries to prove the 
truth of this view, much as it was doubted 
at the time when it was pronounced. Thereis 
undoubtedly a danger that strong and well 
organi. coubination among the masses 
may become as oppressive as high handed 
action of the part of the higher classes; aud 
it caunot be denied that in the present day 
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this danger has become markedly aprarent. 
The labour classes and to some extent the 
Socialists, have established a position sach 
as gives them so great a power both at 
elections and in Parliament that any given 
administration is forced to accede to 
measures which they advocate though they 
may have very grave doubts as to their 
expediency, and even in some instances 


where they may be conscious of their | 


dangerous tendency. ‘ Measures not men”’ 
used to be the old familiar cry; but now this 
has to be changed into “measures not 
party”’—to have its old signiticance ; and 
the difficulty of obtaining a really represent- 
ative vote upon any matter that is brought 
before Parliament is almost insuperable, 
when nine members out of ten, if not ninety- 
nine out of a hundred, are prepared to vote 
blindly with their party—and the chief 
object of the Leaders is to keep their party 
in .power—not to pass measures which are 
really to benefit the nation at large. 

The necessity for due representation 
of all classes of the peuple is now so 
well established, and so thoroughly 
accepted as the only principle upon 
which Government can be properly. con- 
ducted, that, even with such drawbacks ag 
those which from time to time lecame 
upparent, hardly any ouc can be found in 
the present day who doubts the advantages 
of constitutional institutions. With those 
who are alive to the defects of the system in 
certain directions, the hope igs cutertained 
that improved education among the masses 
will counteract the evils, and will, in the 
course of time make the working classes as 
little disposed to pass measures of a detri- 
mental character to the couotry generally 
as any other class; and it cannut be denied 
that there are apparcutly good grounds for 
this belief and for the hope that the better 
informed of the workiug classes will in 
course of time, become as little disyosed to’ 
pags basty and ill-considered measures as 
the midcle classee, in whose hands the power 
has hitherto mainly reated, have always: 
shown themselves tu be. This however 
must bea work of time, and in the interval 
there can be no gainsaying that there are 
many difficulties to be faced und overcoine, 
and that the present state of affairs as re- 
gards representative institutivns is one which 
may give rise to well founded anxicty + 
even among the most liberal minded, | 
This is of course likely to be much more thie | 
case among people like the Chinese, to whow 
the ideal of any organised representation of 
the people at large is new, especially as they | 
have not to look very far to see an illustra- 
tion of some of the dangers that have to be 
faced in applying such a system to a uation | 
who have been for ages yoverned under an 
autocratic system. In Japan, however much 
may have been gained by the introduction 
of constitutional government, complaints 
are made in well informed directions of the 
same defects which have become apparent 
in Kurope. The old respect for authority 
and the force of family influence on charac- 
ter have largely diminished, while a 
tendency to strikes and to other forms of 
resistance and insubordination has, accord- 
ing to all recent accounts, became increa- 
singly mainfest. Statesmen io Japan are, 
in ,fuct, troubled by many of the same 
problems, from over demands on the part 
of the masses, as have caused difficulty else- 
where. That. they will be able to deal with 
them there seems every reason to believe, but 
the fact of these difficulties arising both in 
Japan and ia Europo is not likely to be 
overlooked by the opponents of reform io 
China, in whose hands it is to be feared it 

will be made a strong argument in a 
reactionary direction, 


CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 
THE RACIAL PROBLEM. 


_—_—_ 2 _______ 
(Daily Prese,;23rd; September.) 

One of those subjeets that come up for 
discussion every now and then is the racial 

roblem. ‘The Anglican clérgy recently 

d it under consideration and on Sunday 
last the Venerable Archdeacon BaNIsTER, 
preaching at St. John’s Cathedral, founded 
his sermon to a large congregation 
on the same theme. Ordinarily the 
sermon might pass without special’ notice 
were it not for the suggestion which 
he made that the East and the West should 
have a meeting place in Hongkong where 
they could discuss each other's problems 
aud learn from one another. Few can take 
exception to the sentiment. It is beautiful: 
it is laudable. But is it practicable? In 
considering the question we have tu be 
careful to limit ourselves to the wicaniag 
Which the preacher had io vicw when he 
enunciated this proposal. First of all we 
may assume that he did not suggest 4 
mingling of the races, intermarriage between 
East and West, and it is apparent then that 
his suggestion was for a rapprochement on a 
social anl intellectual basis. That, we 
think, ought not to be beyond the bounds 
of possibility. The racial differeices, due 
to different cnvironment, will doubtless 
persist, but it docs not follow that the 
Occidentale and the Oriertals—notwith- 
standioy the varying climatic influences— 
may pot ultimately Le imbied with the 
saine ideale and Le found working for the 
same ends—the enlightenment of all and 
the greatest good of all. Differences 
need not imply estrangement and strife. 
Ditlerences should only mean distinctions, 
aud that being sv it should be comparatively 
easy to bridge the dividing line and bring 
the various races together. As to the 
suggestion itself, the formation of an 
organisation for the discussion of the 
problems of the East and the West by re- 
presentatives of exch, itis difficult to pro- 
phesy ‘as to its prospects of inauyuration. 
The mao aud the opportunity may both 
arise iu the near future, but there can be 


a 


‘little doubt that such an oryanisation would 


result in goo:l—provided, of course, the re- 

ligious elemcat did uot become tou obtrusive. 

When the different peoples of the world are 

brought together, when they begin to un- 

derataud one another, then old-time barriers 

will be removed and sumething will be 

achieved in the direction of the “ Parliament 

of man and the federation of the world” 

about which the poet was inspired 

to siog. The highest culture really 

kuows no colour nor radial distinctions, no 

white nor black, no brown nor yellow. As 

the backward races become more enlightened 

and the civilised races more sympathetict 
there will be a greater communion between 
both. We need no other cxample than that 
of Japan. There a people bave forsaken 
their primitive ideas in favour of western 
knowledge. They have stepped into the 
front rank of the Powers in the world. 
Their colour did nut prevent their being 
allied to Great Britain. Therefure it seems 
very clear that as the various races seek the 
higheat knowledge, the most satiafuctory 
plulosophy, and the most useful religion— 
using the word in its broadest sense— 
that unity of men which is the ideal of ao 
many of our best thinkers will be attained 
on an intellectual basis, a basis the most 
firm of all, and on no other.

Correct iu certain importaut detaila the 
information first published, and in jastioe 
to the French Consul we williagly give to 
the corrected version the same publicity 
as waa given to the original report. 
Had the Vier communicated with the 
French Consul his wish to have the pirates 
arrested, we are informed that the Chief of 
the French police would have been directed 
to arrest the men and keep them on the 
Shawecn guardboat pending receipt of full 
particulara of the chnegea, as is usually 
done in such cuses. Instead, the Colonel 
of the Shameen guard soot a runner to the 
Conaulate with his card to ask permission to 
make the arrest. The Consul not only did 
not give this man any letter to deliver to 
the Captain of the steamer, but distinctly 
explained to him that he must not make 
auy atrests oa board, though he could 
place a guard around the ship and 
arrest the men as they came off. Another 
communication ate the whole 
trouble to some objectioh entertained by 
certain Consuls to the new Superintendent 
of the Shamcen Guard. We are informed 
that at least two Cousulates, including the 
French, have refused “to receive” the new 
commandant of the guard, That probably 
explains why u subordinate ofticar —deserib- 
ed io one account as a captaia, and ia 
another as a runoner—was sent to the 
Cousulate on aa errand of auch importance, 


IS HONGKONG APATHETIC?

done more. We hope to learn from the 
Governor's speech on the Estimates to-day 
that the protests of the community have 
had some influence on the poticy of the 
Imperial Government. : 

The resolution of the Chamber of 
Commerce strongly protested sgainst any 
arbitrary orders {rom the Imperial Govern- 
ment to close immediately the Opium divans 
in Hongkong, and, while expressing entire 
sympathy with all reasonable bona fide 
efforts for the mitigation of the abuse of 
opium, the resolution expressed the vpinion 
that any action having for its object the 
immediate suppression of the sale and use 
of opium in Hongkoug would have serious 
effects on the cconowic conditions liere and 
lead to disastrous results to the Colony’s 
prosperity unless similar action is enforced 
in Chinu. The Hongkong Government was 
therefore requested to infurm the Imperial 
Government that any hasty and ill-consider- 
ed action taken in this matter tu the 
detriment of the interests of the Colony 
would be generally resented, Lut that, on the 
other hand, a policy of gradual reductivn 
similar in its action to the Imperial Govera- 
ment’s agrecmeut with India would le 
loyally supported. 

We may add that besides the Legis'ative 
Council and the General Cbhumber of 
Commerce, the Colony has in the 
China Association a third mouthpiece. 
«“ What can the China Association know or 
care about the Crown Colony wacs of 
Hongkong?” asked our contemporary io 
its first article on the sulj-ct. A better 
acquaintanee with the annua! reports of 
the China Associativn would have saved our 
contemporary from doing this very useful 
body the injustice of cleclariug that it ncither 
knew nor cared anything about “ the Crown 
Colony woes of Hangkong.” As_ the 
Hongkong Brauch is evidently the most 
active unit io the organisatiun of the China 
Association, and as the London Committee 
embraces members who are thoroughly 
informed ou Hongkong pulitics, the China 
Association appears to us us competent as | 
any other Association van conceivably be to 
concern itself with “the Crown Colony woes 
of Hougkong.”

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HONGKONG’S MILITARY 
CONTRIBUTION. 


(Daily Press, Septembor 26th.) 

Not for many years has a Governor of 
Hongkong, been confrontal with so much 
difficulty in framing the Colonial Budget as 
Sir Freperick Luaarp_ has obviously 
experience in compiling the Budget for 
the coming year. Paced with a deficit of 


threatened extinction of the opium revanue, 
and the certainty of a great outcry against 
any prososal to increase taxation while the 
Colony is suffering, in common with most 
commercial centres of the world, from a 
depression in trade which has been excep- 
tionally severe, His Excallency has hada 
task not to be envied. ithe community, 
which has looked forward to the presentation 
of the Budget this yean with more than 
usual curiosity and-cerfainly with more 
uveasiness than usual, is able to breath 
freely again—for atime at least, We have, 
however, t> remember that we are not yet 
out of the wood. The question as to 
whether the Colony is to be forced to 
suddenly deprive itself of a great part of 
the revenue which it hag annually derived 
from the opium monopoly is still unsettled. 
The Estimates show no anticipated reduc- 
tion in receipts on that account, so that if 
the Imperial Government decides to 
enforce the order telegraphed out on May 
Gth, and since held ia abeyance, the loss of 
revenue which it entails will have to be 
met, His Excellency savs, cither out of the 
Colouy’s reserves or by special taxation. 

A reductioa of the amount of the Military 
Contribution has generally commended itself 
as the readiest as well aa the fairest method 
of financial readjustment. The Governor 
discussed this suggestion in the course of 
his speech, aud though he has not finally 
made up his wind on the subject, His 
Excellency is clearly of opinion that the 
contribution the Colony is required to make 
ig not an unfair ooc. Sir Freperick 
evntrasted the percentage paid by the 
British taxpayer at,Home with the amount 
paid by the taxpayer here, the figures 
quoted showing that the Home taxpayer 
pays a percentage more than twice as large 


tion thisconclusion. It our recollection ser - 
ves us well, we believe the figure: quoted by 
His Hxcelleucy as representing the percen- 
tara paid by the Home taxpayer for defence 
were given by the Prime Minister some 
weeks ago in the courseof a speech. Do 
not these figures really represent only 
the percentage of Imperial revenue and 
leave local revenue catirely out of the 
reckoning? We believe they do. Here in 
ongkong the contribution is levied on ail 
revenue aod we venture to think that if 
this were done in the United Kingdom the 
difference poigted out by His Excellency 
would entirely! disappear; indeed we are 
inclined to think that the result would show 
that itis we who are paying the larger per- 
centage. If that be so the Colony, on that 
ground alone, is justified in appealiag for 
some modification. Another point in His 
Excellency's argument in defence of the 
Military Contribution may be noted. Sir 
FREDERICK expressed the opinion that the 
Imperial Government could not be accused 
of injustice if it said to us to-morrow: 
“You grumble at the cost of the defence 
forces and works provided. We will with- 
draw them and look after our docks aud 
coaling stations gee he and you can 
furnish your own defence.”

is Lordship in the course of a lengthy 
judgment said two prelimibary objections were 
taken to the jarisdiction lof the Court. The 
first was that the action rdlated to the title to 
land abroad, and therefore the Court mus! 
decline to entertain it. The general principle 
was 8 familiar one, but it did not apply to this 
case. The right to the possession of the 
documents of title to the ldcd was, it was true, 
in issue, bat the question involved wag the right 
of the defendants to retain; them, and the right 
claimed was that they had a charge apon them 
or upon the land represedted by them. The 
case was covered by at leagt a dozan authorities 
in which the English Courts had dealt with 
mortgages of lands abroad by way of fore- 
closure decree. The charges, if it existed, was 
created in (his colony, the parties were in the 
colony, the decree could be enforced, and there- 
fore all the elements were present which the 
English Courts held to be sufficient to entitle 
them to exercise jurisdiction. The second point 
was that the defendant bank had iustituted 
proceedings before the Namhoi Magistrany at 
Canton in respect of the question raised in tha 
action in which it was said that the plaintiff 
bad appeared as defendant, thereby submi!ting 
to the jurisdiction of that magistrate. He 
might remark that the facis in so far as 
the plaintiff in this action was cot osrned, 
did not warrant this point being raid upon 
them, but even if they did the case was qbso- 
lutely covered by Hymaa'v. Hilen 24 Ch. D.

The message was 
seu inorder that its despatch and terms 
might be effectively annuunced inthe debate 
on fle opium resolution, As a tactical move 
it Was well calculated. ‘The desired effect was 
prdduced. The announcement brought down 
the House. Cheers greeted it. The Govern- 
mept scored. From a practical point of view 
thefmain object of the opium policy was not 
advanced one jot. The ordinary steps are 
now being taken. Despatches, reports, con- 
sulfation, compromise. But the maine ject 
of fhe telegram was achieved. As I said, 
thd Goverment scored. That, reduced to 
sinfple narrative form, isl believe what the 
reaponed opinion of Hongkong holds to be the 
hisfory of this, “apparently high-handed pro- 
coding.” We Sunld ise understand it, at the 
tiufe, because its comparatively harmless 
hagure was obscured in the first instance by 
thd news agencies interpolating the word 
“fdrthwith,’ into the order to close thedivans, 
and because of other obscurities. But that, 
it How seems clear, is why? the ordinary steps 
wefe not taken; that, and not the reason 
givtn by the Under Secretary. This explan- 
atipn at least fits the facts, and by the light of 
thq@in =the reasuns given by the Gider 
Segretary are seen to fall to the und, 
und to lie, in a confused heap, Emilie 
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penn 
stumbling blocks, iustead of “ordinary 
steps” towards making the policy of the 
Government palatable. 

I cannot imagine a better way of making 
that policy unpalatable in this C Neny than by 
offering reflections on our goed name in 
defence of methods duc ta the immediate 
needs of Ministers created by the exigencies 
of debate. The policy willbe dade mere or 
less palatable according as the belief gains or 
loses ground that it is dictated by higher 
motives that thase which we associate with 
mere party strife. ‘The mere we are con: 
cine oe this the less. to adopt Sir Henry 
Blake’s expression, shall we kick. 

Of course, the Under Secretary could rat be 
expected to explain the matter ti this way. 
But surely he ought never to dae eanie with 
in measurable distance of scttiig up sucha 
clumsy indictment to do cuty as am excuse, 
No doubt it is open to amyone to contend 
that you cannot get a reasoned opinion from 
any large number of people. But Po submit 
that it could only be averred of us in the 
sense in which it would be true of almost: any 
community. Tnone sense it would be trie of 
London or Liverpool, Manchester or Glasgow. 
But [think that no politician would be likely 
to make a similar remark about the tiluchit- 
ants of any English, Scotch ar Trish) town. 
He would be likely te hearabout it if die did. 
Are we to conclude that because were se. fir 
away our susceptibilites reed nat be se care

Does consideration

When I introduced the Estimates last 
yur I had to express regret that the revenas 
shh wed a progressive decrease. I am glad to 
say thal we anticipate that we shall realise in 
1909 a somewhat larger total than the amount 
estimated for the current year. I refer, of 
cofirse, fo ordinary revenue, exclusive of special 
light dues, widows and orphans fund, and land 
es. ‘The estimated increase is °125,806,, 
{| which about $82,000 is accounted for: 
by cew sources of revenue or increases 
inj the previous duties, etc, Never- 
theless, there is a small increase of $43,800 
and I trust that this inorease, however small, 
my be an augary that we have turned a 
corner and seen the worst year of the 
dqpreasion. Still I most remind you that our 
Eftimated Revenue for 1909 is $388,884 
lefs than the realized ordinary revenue of 
1907, itself a year of decline, by 2.7 from the 
pyevioug year. In other words, the revenue 


for next year is $568,374 less than 3906, ~ 


which represents the high water mark of 
of] our prosperily. In the decennial period, 
hdwever, previous to 1906, the gross revenue 
rqse by the amasing figure of 269% per cont— 
pasrly treble—and we must not therefore regard 
itj/as too serious a matter that our estimates of 
rqvenue for next year show a decline of 8.6 
from the highest we have realized. I have been 
speaking of ordinary revenue, 

When we look at the figures for Ex- 
tmordinary Revenue we see that Land Sales,

$150,000, for I believe the barometer is pointing 
q better weather, and land sales are the index 
off our nancial barometer.

ESTIMATE OF REVENUE. 

I turn now to the Estimate of Ravenue under 
ita various heads, I do ect propose to go into 
great detail in tbe matter for the printed 
estimates, with their fully explanatory notes 
and appendices, speak for themselves and are 
designed to give the fulles possible information 
of every inorease, and decrease, both in rerenue 
and in expenditure, It would be an insult to 
your intelligence and an unnecessary waste 
of time for mea to repeat information 
already at your disposal. I have therefore 
confined my remarks to such points as I 
think may be of real use to you in studying 
the estimates placed before you. You will, I 
regret to say, note a decrease in (he estimate of 
the amounts which are expected to be produced 
under most heads. This has neces-itated the 
imposition of some few increased l-vies under 
certain heads, which after mogt careful con- 
siderstion [ have thought it possible to been. 
Such are (he increased dues on lighters, cargo 
and water boats, an increase of $17,000; and 
Euigration House while the operation of the 
Companies Lecal Register Act is estimated to 
bring in $20,(0'. In spite of thess new im- 

ositions the total under this head is still less 

y $15,493 than the estimate for the current 
year. Stamp duties, due to depressed trade, 
aro estimated to produce less than this year, 
but I am (taking steps to ensure their mare 
complete and tborongh collection which will 
bring them up to the same total. 

THE OPIUM QUESTION. 

You will observe that except for a small and 
negligible decrease in the divan licences no 
redaction has been made in the anticipated 
receipts from the opinm trade. Auy decrease 
therefore which may occur in consequsnce of the 
policy of His Majesty's Government remains 
eee: for, and if there is no surplus at the 
end of 1902 they must be met by special taxation 
or from the colony's reserves, or in some other 
way. I am in correspondence with the 
Secretary of State on this subject bat the 
investigations which have been conducted here 
have taken a long time and the question has 
not reached any fical solution, so that it has 
been impossible for me (to deal with it in 
the estimates.

No 2 Police station is inadequate 
to ite Fequiroments and a“joining native houses 
have had to be hired at considerable annual coat 
to Government and great inconvenience to the 
police, Honourable members may recollect that 
there is attached to this station a yard space and 
a number of smal! out-houses, and it appeared 
to me that by the demolition of these and the 
joining up of the house to i's neighbour 
a cheap and effectual moans of meoting the 
uirements will be effected. The cost is 
estimated at $13,009. A short stretch of road 
near Victoria Gap to open up some new resid- 
ential sights will cost $4,300 and asimilar sam 
is required for the construction of a stair cas) 
from the ball room at Government House for the 
convenience of guests on occasions such as th> 
Kiog's birthday ball. This will save the anoually 
recurring cost of constructing a temporary 
bamboo stairway, and will b) a permanent and 
artistic addition to the fine house which the 
Colony boasts as Government House. An 
additional room is urgently required at Qaeen’s 
College at a cost of $8,000, and $2,000 is set 
down for s market at Aberdeon which is much 
reqaired and will b» remunerative. The total 
estimate for Public Works Extraordinary stands 
at $1,942,600, and the estimste of «xpeaditure 
thus exceeds the oatimate of revenna by $72,170. 
It is however, certain that we oinnot again have 
8 fall of 4d in the rate of exchange, which has 
been the main cause of the deficit this yaar. And 
we may, I think, anticipate with reasonable 
confidence the usual surplus of revenue over 
expenditure to cover the emall excess. Should it, 
however, be otherwise, and this sum of $72,170 
ve Chargeable to the accumulated reserves, it 
would result in our balance at the end of 1909 
being $886,956, and since more than this sum 9f 
$72,000 will have been spent on the typhoon 
refuge (which it was propzsed to charge in part 
againet the reserves ; a proposal approved by the 
Secretary of State) the small excess of ox- 
penditure over revenae is defensible. I think it 
is more especially so when I tell you that the 
estimates of revenue have been framed on 
the basis of the resalts of a year of extreme 
depression in trade. 
THE OUILOOK, 

T trust that in this matter wa h va 
touched low water mark, and that the year 
1969 will prove to be a year of revival of 
‘trade and return of prosperity. In saoh 
matters I believe that the wish is the father to 
tho factas well as to the thonght. I have read 
with pleasure the hopofal anticipations er- 
pressed by the Chairman of the Hongkong and 
Shanghai ‘Bank in this connection, and they 
do'not atand alone. I observe that in the Im- 
peril Maritime Customs Commissioner at

an increase of 44 million tdels. The Kowloon 
Commissioner reports in the same sense, Junk 
trade shows a not increase of twenty per cent, 
in spite of many special drawbacks in 1907. He, 
too, snticipstes a brighter qitlook, and reports 
ao increase of revenue which is the second 
best on record. The inoreas> of imports 
sod exports from Hougkong is pat at 10} 
million taels, and the tonnage of Chinese 
vessele is larger than im any year since 
1893, and daties are latger than any for 
nine years except 190{. The prospects 
of the crops in India jare, I am_ told, 
good, and if no aaforesean “goatretemps” ocours, 
India may again enter the silver market as 
purchaser, and the exohangs may improve. 
The crisis in Americs which augurated this 
wavs of depression Bi has troudl:d the

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THE BUILDING COLLAPSE AT 
YAUMATI. : 


CORONER'S INQUEST. 


Before Mr. J. H. Kemp, sitting as Coroner 
and Messrs. F. Anst‘in, Hugh Dinning and 
G. G. Catohiok (jurors) an inquiry was held 
concerning the dea‘hs of six Chinese who were 
killed as the result of a collapse which occurred 
at No. 36,‘Portland S reet, Yaumati, during 
the typhoon of 27-28th July. 

Mr. F, B. L. Bowley, Crown Solicitor, ap- 
peared for the Crown. He stated that the 
inquiry was into the deaths of six Chinese, who 
appeared to have been resident at 36, Portland 
Street, Yaumati. Between one and two o'clock 
on the morning of 28th the house in question 
and a number of adjoining ones collapsed. In 
the course of the same day six corpses were 
taken out «f the débris. The object of the 
inquiry was to ascertain whether the falling of 
the building was due to the oulpable negligenca 
of apy person concerned in that building. No. 
36, or properly 35, was the end house of a block 
of thirteen, and along the side wall ran a street 
called Pitt Street. These buildings were on a 
lot acquired from the Crown by the Humphreys 
Estate and Finanoe Co, in 1298, and in 1900 they 
preceeded to build. The plans in this case were 
prepared by the well-known firm of Messrs, 


.. Palmer and Turner, and they eee notica to the 


Director of Public Works oo July 16th, 1900, 
to the effect that they were about to erect there 
13 houses, and algo 13 on a lot on the other 
side of the slreet. They +ubmitted plans which 
came before Mr. Tooker, who made a note on 
the architects’ notice to the effect that they did 
not comply with a certain section of the Ordia- 
ance. Thenotice was referred back, and per- 
mission was eventually granted. The next 
material fact was that on May i4'h, 1949, 
five verandabs of this blook of houses collapsed. 
On June 6th Mr, Haggard, of the P.W.D., re- 
commended that the whole of the verandahs 
and front walls of the north block should be pulled 
down as there were some very 8-rious oracks. 

Dr, Macfarlane,mediosl officer in charge of 
the mortuary at Kowloon, deposed to inspecting 
the bodies of six Chinese reported to him to have 
come from 36, Portland Street. He found the 
cause of death to be mult.ple injuries and 
aspbyxie. 

am Shiu, shop coolie, spoke to beinz at 36, 
l’ortland Street on the night of the typboon. 
Ha was awakened by the breaking open of ‘he 
side door, Witness and several fokis tried to 
mend the door, Just then several bricks fell 
from upstairs and tLe people above called oat, 
“The house is going to fall." Witness and the 
fukis ran into the street and escaped. 

Chung Yung said he was in house No. 36 on 
the night of the typhoon, but escaped through a 
broken door before the collapse. Outside, he 
heard other houses falling. 

Sanitary Inspector Charles Ward, in oharge 
of the Disinfecting Stution at Yaumati, said 
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In order to rescue people jand and to get out 
the bodies, did you have|to use picks and 
crowbars to break up the dabris >—No. we used 
a couple of shovels. We wouldn’t dare use a 


pick, 

Constable Conlan deposed t> attending the 
Portland “Bt reet collapse shortly after 7.30 a.m. 
on the morning of the 28th. bn that day and 
the nex’, assisted by a number of coolies, he 
turned over all the ruingin search of brdies, and 
rescued one boy on the first day. No part of 
the building was pulled down by wilness’s 
coolies duriog the search. | He found it neces- 
sary to use a pick to removd matting and pieces 
of wood. The bricks were single, not in masses. 

Mr. H. Haggard, assistant engineer in the 
Pablic Works Department, ¢aid the plans before 
the Court referring to the bnildings in question, 
were passed in October 19U). The next memo 
recorded in the Departmedt was the report of 
the falling of five verandahs to th-se houses, 
The plan of verandahs put in was passed by 
Mr. Ormsby, then Director of Public Works, 
on October ZOth, 1900. Oh June 16th, 1%02, 
witness inspeoted the houses at Yaumati and 
reported that the whole of| the verandahs and 
front walls in the nortk blogk (the bleok inclad- 
ing the houses which have :collapsed) shuuld be 
pulled down ag there were some very serious 
cracks, and men were packing theseup. The 
front walls bad then fallen away from the party 
walls. When that report was made there was 
very poor bonding between the party walls and 
the front walle, Mr. Tooker examined the 
buildings. Subsequently tha collapsed verandahs 
were rebuilt. When witdess had made his 
report to Mr. Tooker the matter pasved out of 
his hands for the time beigg. The next thing 
on record was the architeots application, dated 
9th October, for inspection. This was passed to 
witness for report by Mr. Tooker. He inspected 
the buildings with Mr. Crisp on 22nd Oc ober 
aod the report put ia by the latter to the «ffect 
that the whole block was in a very unsound 
condition, was correct. 

At this stage the inqairy was adjourned. 


MERCHANT CHARGED WITH 
FALSE PRETENCES. 


At the Magistracy on Sept, 22 Mr. Word heard 
8 charge preferred against H 8 Holmes of 
obtaining $3,000 by false pretences from Cheung 
Team Leung.

CHINESE APPRECIATION OF 
BLUEJACKETS’ GALLANTRY.

The following is a translation of a letter 
addressed by the Tung Wa Hospital Committee 
and Repressentatives of the Chinese community 
to the Hon. Registrar General in acknowledg- 
ment of the services of the crew of H.MS, 
‘‘ Astraea” in life saving during the typhoon: 

Sir,—During the typhoon of the 27th July 
the outter lowered by H.M.S. Astraca was the 
cause of saving the lives of many persons from 
those junks which were late in making for shel- 
ter, We understand that an Officer and 12 
sailors showed the greatest bravery in riskio 
their own lives at a time when the sea was high 
in order to save the lives of others. This dee 
of heroism is greatly admired by all sections of 
the community of the Colony. In our letter 
No. 118 we etated a desire to make a small pre- 
sentation to them asa token of our appreciation. 
We regret to learn from your letter No. 194 
that the cruiser has already returned home thus 
preventing us giving effect to our desire, 

The Officers and crew of H. M. 8. “ Astras” 
have gained a wide reputation for their dis- 
interested bravery, Being endowed with love 
for their fellowmen, they used their energy to 


save the lives of others, and, in picking up the 


drowning, gained honour for themselves, 
Although we cannot requite them with a pre- 
sentation, this act of humanity will for ever 
exi:t in our memory, We shall consider it a 
great favour if you will beso kind as to convey 
for us our sense of gratitude.—We have &o." 


An official statement is published of the 
present yosition of the Indo-China railways. 
The section of the Yun-nan line between Laokai 
and Meng-teze will probably be completed and 
opened for trafflo during 1909, and the entire 
line as far as Yun-nan-sen in 1910, Work on 
the Hue-Kwang.-tri line is being pushed rapidly 


_forward, and the railway is expected to be 


opened by the end of the present year. As 
regards the line from Saigon By Khanhhoa to 
Lang-bian a portion is already open {o traffic, 
that between kilométres 89 and 13+. Last year 
was a bad one for Indo-China railways owing 
to various causes such as famine, &o.

intending to injure, vilify and prejudice the

to public contempt 
» Wolawfully wickedly 
nd publish and cause 
and procure to be written snd published, a false 
scandalous malicious and d famatory libel in the 
issue of the said “ China Gazette” newspaper of 
the said 4th day of August| 1908, in the form of 
8n editoral note or commeht containing divers 
false, scandalous, maliciops and defamatory 
matters, and things of and concerning the said 
Lebbeus Redman Wilfley| in bis capacily of 
Judge of the United States Court for China. 

The Crown Advocate, Mr, H. P. Wilkinson, 
prosecuted, assisted by Mr. R. E. Gregsen ; 
defendant was represented by Messrs. F. E. 
Ellis and Godfrey. 

The Crown Advocate gaid the words com. 
plained of were the foll wing :— 

“An exhibition of greater indecency, of more 
Venomous mendacity, of imeaner innuendo, a 
greater contempt for the trath and justice, and 
a wilder desire to simply ‘reveage himeelf by 
besmirching tha name of eFeryone who dared to 
criticizs his methods, bas surely never been 
presented iti any couatry by + Judge than has 
been given ia this case by’ this coarsa, unscru- 
pulons, ignorant and vulgar mountebank, whom 
the grim irony of corrupt American politics has 
entrusted with the discharge of judicial fanc- 
tions—functions that _ nhs is intellectually, 
mentally and morally uofitted for and incap- 
able of exercising. The miserable tactics of 
Mr. Wilfiay, while before the Committee, 
remind us only of the tactics of the equid, 
the creature which whed pursued hopes to 
escape by darkening and poisoning the waters 
all round it by the discharge of the noxious 
flaid concealed in its glands. When Mr. 
Wilfley made the above statamonts ''—and here 
is the innuendo complained of about this paper 
and its Editor—“ he not only was lying, but we 
eay it deliberately, he knew at the time he was 
lying, his only object being to mislead the 
members of the House Gommittee as to the 
standing and record of his. critics ia Shanghai. 
It was surely a poor réla for a judge to plead 
in order to excuse bis' own protection of 
notorious swindlers, that the British Court and

4 of the Libel Act of 1843 (which Counsel 
quoted, enacting that maliciously publishing a 
defamatory libel rendered a person liable to 
imprisonment ina common house of correction 
for a period not exceeding two years.) This 
section does not make any new offence. It is 
a Common Law ‘offence oma then quoted 
the Newspaper Libel and -Registration Act of 
1881, sec. 4 which defines the defence that 
may be offered). That sedtion of the Act was 
passed after the case of Rez. v. Cardon, in which 
it was decided that evidende of the truth of the 
libel could not be received ly a police magistrate, 
and acertiorari would not be issaed to him ia 
that case to hear evidence of the truth of the 
libel.
